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Parents blast hospital 
over death of toddler

PARENTS of a 19-month-old boy 
who died of dehydration have 
branded a hospital’s care of him 
‘completely unacceptable’. 

Ray and Lucy Connolly of Parkfield 
Avenue, Delapre, were speaking after 
an inquest into their son Harry’s 
death found that ‘windows of oppor¬ 
tunity were lost’ that could have 
saved him. 

Harry died from dehydration and 
acute kidney failure after suffering 
from diarrhoea and vomiting for 
more than a week. 

He had been admitted to 
Northampton General Hospital after 
being referred by his GP on April 26 
last year, but was discharged the next 
day. 

On April 28 his parents took him 
back to hospital and again he was 
discharged, after little more than two 
hours. 

His parents were then told he was 
able to come back if there were no 
signs of improvement - but when 
they phoned the nurse could not find 
the open access notes and told them 
to go to A&E or a GP. 

As it was the day of the Royal 
Wedding, the family’s GP was not 
open so Mr and Mrs Connolly took 
him to Nenedoc - the out-of-hours 
service - where Dr Aboo Thamby 
assessed Harry and told them to take 
him home. 

Just hours later Harry had died. 
Witnesses at the inquest explained 


that no blood tests or urine samples 
had been taken when the toddler was 
in hospital. 

Speaking after the inquest, his 
mum Lucy, who is six months preg¬ 
nant, said: “We knew all along there 
were massive failures. Children do 
not die in the UK from dehydration. 
It’s completely unacceptable. 

“I will always be angry, the anger is 
very hard to deal with. It shouldn’t 
have happened. I would say to any 
mothers or parents to trust your 
instincts because it is usually right. 

“Medical experts get it right most of 


the time and do an amazing job but 
sometimes they get it wrong. We kept 
telling them he was extremely sick. 

“I knew there was something 
wrong. You and I would have strug¬ 
gled to cope with the illness he had. 
He was only 19 months old.” 

Independent expert Dr Alun Elias - 
Jones said the treatment of such 
illness was the ‘bread and butter of 
paediatrics’ and added: “It’s what we 
should be able to deal with, unless 
some other unusual medical prob¬ 
lem was there. We are unaware that 
Harry had something like that.” 


He added that at this time of the 
year, at Leicester Royal Infirmary 
where he is based, five babies a day 
are admitted with some sort of vom¬ 
iting or diarrhoeal illness. 

Coroner Anne Pember, recording a 
narrative verdict, said: “Windows of 
opportunity were lost when he was 
discharged from the hospital on April 
27, when he was discharged from 
hospital after only a few hours on 
April 28 and after seeing a Nenedoc 
doctor had Harry remained in hospi¬ 
tal with a robust care plan his 
chances of survival would have been 
remarkably enhanced.” 

The Connollys will also be taking 
civil action against some of the 
doctors involved. 

Dr Sonia Swart, medical director for 
Northampton General Hospital NHS 
Trust, said: “We wish to offer our 
deepest sympathies to Harry’s par¬ 
ents and family and to say sorry to 
Mr and Mrs Connolly for the failings 
identified today by the coroner in the 
care of their son. The Trust fully 
accepts the narrative verdict. 

“I would emphasise that, as the 
coroner noted during the inquest, we 
have already undertaken a full inves¬ 
tigation into what happened and 
shared the results with Harry’s 
parents. 

“Following that investigation we 
made a series of changes during the 
past year to the way we care for 
children as a result of the lessons 
learned from this case and we remain 
committed to constant improvement 
in quality.” 



TIMELINE: 

■ April 22 2011 - Harry fell ill with 
diarrhoea and vomiting 

■ April 26 - He is referred to 
Northampton General Hospital 
by his GP 

■ April 27 - Harry is discharged 
from the hospital, and given 
‘48-hour open access’ 

■ April 28 - His parents return him 
to hospital where he is again 
discharged after two hours and 
again told he can return within 48 
hours if there is no improvement 

■ April 29 - Harry’s grandmother 
calls to re-admit him, but is told by 
a nurse that he has to go to A&E 
or a GP. His parents take him to 
Nenedoc where he is sent home 

■ May 1,4am - His father finds 
Harry dead in bed

Speed cameras switch off 
has brought ‘tragic results’

THE Liberal Democrats have said they 
warned the Conservatives that the 
switching off of speed cameras lead to 
an increase in deaths and serious 
injuries on the roads. 

Leader of the party at 
Northamptonshire County Council, Cllr 
Brendan Glynane, has blamed the Tories 
for deciding not to fund the Casualty 
Reduction Partnership - a move which 
she says was directly responsible for the 
cameras being turned off. 

Speaking this week Cllr Glynane added: 
“We warned the Conservatives last year 
that switching off cameras led to a mas¬ 
sive increase in deaths and serious 
injuries in neighbouring Oxfordshire and 
that the decision to cut the speed camera 
money would be extremely risky and put 
lives at risk.” 


The party is calling on the Tories 
to heed the lesson from their colleagues 
in Oxfordshire and switch the cameras 
back on. 

Citing figures that show an increase in 
lives lost on the county’s roads over the 
last financial year 2011/12 compared to 
the previous 12 months from 23 to 28 and 
15 deaths alone this year already, Cllr 
Glynane said they are the ‘tragic results’ 
of the decision. 

But Northamptonshire County Council 
has said it’s too early to say whether 
switching off the fixed-site safety cam¬ 
eras has had an effect on the number of 
accidents in the area. 

A spokesman added: “We are commit¬ 
ted to reducing casualties on the county’s 
highways and continue to work with our 
partners to achieve this. 

“Indeed, although the fixed-site cam¬ 
eras were switched off in April 2011, the 
camera housings have been retained and 


we believe this acts as a deterrent to 
speeding motorists.” 

And the authority has said the disband¬ 
ing of the casualty reduction partnership 
was as a result of the Government with¬ 
drawing its specific grant for road safety. 

The spokesman went on to say: “Both 
the police and the county council have 
agreed that a more targeted approach is 
needed to operate within the resources 
available. 

“The county council has retained a 
small road safety team that concentrates 
on education, accident analysis and 
engineering interventions in line with its 
statutory role. 

“The council will continue to monitor 
the number of accidents and will analyse 
data to look at the causes of collisions 
and any patterns which emerge.” 

“We have always taken road safety 
issues seriously and will continue to do 
so in the future.” 


Bus ticket to ride just got 
five per cent more expensive 


Lessons have been learnt 
from Ding affair, says chief 


BUS fares for passengers are 
to increase by an average of 
almost five per cent from 
Sunday. 

Stagecoach has blamed 
rising costs and a 74 per cent 
Government hike in fuel tax 
forcing it to put the prices up. 

On Wednesday the bus firm 
announced that as of April 15 
fares across 

Northamptonshire will rise by 
around 4.8 per cent on 
average. It means that the 
Northampton fare of £1.45 
will go up to £1.50 while the 
£2.05 fare will be increased 
to £2.15. 

Steve Burd, Managing 
Director of Stagecoach 
Midlands, said: “We share the 
frustration of our 
passengers, some of whom 


are on low incomes. Along 
with businesses, they are 
already being squeezed by 
higher bills and energy 
prices. 

“We have had to take some 
very tough decisions, but we 
have worked hard to keep 
fares down for those who 
rely on the bus the most. 

“Indeed some passengers 
will be better of, with the 
introduction of new tickets 
like the Northampton 
Megarider Plus which gives 
people significantly cheaper 
travel into Northampton from 
many villages including 
Brixworth, Bugbrooke and 
Horton and an extension of 
the Kettering Megarider Plus 
zone to include Rothwell, 
Pytchley and Isham.” 


THE CHIEF Constable for 
Northamptonshire Police, 
Adrian Lee has personally 
confirmed his force has learnt 
from the mistake of missing a 
999 call in the Ding murders 
inWootton. 

Last year, a call believed to 
have been made by 18-year- 
old Xing ‘Nancy’ Ding, was 
received as her parents were 
being murdered downstairs. 

An Xiang Due is the prime 
suspect in the murder of Jeff 
and Helen Ding and their 
daughters Xing and Alice who 
were killed in their home on 
the day of the Royal Wedding. 

An Independent Police 
Complaints Commission 
report revealed the emer¬ 
gency call was not graded for 
an “immediate” response 


despite the fact that screaming 
could be heard, and there was 
no clear force policy in 
handling abandoned 999 calls 
and the call handler had 
received “insufficient” train¬ 
ing. 

At the time the report was 
issued in March, a spokeswoman 
said: “Northamptonshire Police 
acknowledges the response to 
the abandoned 999 call was 
unacceptable.” 

Chief Constable Adrian Lee 
said: “This did go wrong and 
we have apologised. I have 
ensured the whole approach 
has been changed and what 
was a force call centre is now 
a very clear commander and 
control centre. This is why we 
try to get everything right and 
we have learnt things.” 
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All but three schools 
make academy bids

ONLY three schools in Northampton 
have not applied for academy status, 
Government figures have revealed. 

The only exceptions were Abbeyfield 
School, Northampton School for Girls 
and Thomas Becket Catholic School. 

The Department for Education has 
received 40 applications from across the 
county, all wanting to join the seven 
academies already up and running. 

Academy status allows schools to free 
themselves from local authority control 
and receive funding directly from the 
Government. 

But Northamptonshire County Council 
denied that the increasing applications 
for academy status reflected badly on its 
governance of schools. 


A spokeswoman for the authority 
insisted it was “not a comedown” for the 
council. 

She said: “You have to see this in the 
wider context of a changing and evolving 
education system. 

“In terms of education, we are not the 
same organisation as we were a year ago. 
Our duties have been stripped back quite 
considerably.” 

She added that schools’ independence 
was nothing new. 

“Schools are now more autonomous 
anyway, even without academy status. 
We have a neutral approach to it. 

“We understand many schools would 
love to have the opportunity to grab that 
further autonomy, but we are very much 
still there for schools that are still with 
us.” 

Kingsthorpe College, Southfield 


Primary School and Wootton School all 
applied to be academies in the last 
month. 

Principal of Kingsthorpe College Judith 
Long said in an online newsletter: “I am 
very pleased to let you know that discus¬ 
sions have taken place in college regard¬ 
ing the possibility of Kingsthorpe 
College becoming a convertor 
Academy.” 

She added that the bid will be support¬ 
ed by the Collaborative Academies Trust, 
which she said was a “natural progres¬ 
sion” for the college as they had worked 
with the company for a number of years. 

She said: “We have formed a relation¬ 
ship based on mutual trust during this 
period of time and feel comfortable that 
we will be able to work purposefully 
together to provide the best possible 
outcomes for all of our learners.”

Fountain turned off 
until pipe ban ends

A TOWN centre fountain has 
become the latest casualty of the 
county’s drought conditions. 

After a hosepipe ban came into 
force for householders last week, 
Northampton Borough Council 
announced that the water feature 
on Market Square would be 
turned off to “avoid causing 
concern”. 

A spokesman said that although 
the fountain used a very small 
amount of water, people might 
think it was a waste. 

He said: “The fountain was 
constructed to be very environ¬ 
mentally friendly. 

“However, it’s hard to spread 
that message to everyone so 
rather than cause concern, we 
have decided to switch the foun¬ 
tain off until the ban is over.” 



The restriction began last 
Thursday and is the first domestic 
hosepipe ban in our region in 20 
years. 

But it is now hoped the region’s 
supplies could be topped up by 
water from the Midlands. Bosses 
at Severn Trent and Anglian Water 


are considering whether to trans¬ 
fer 30 million litres of raw water 
per day from Birmingham to 
Gainsborough, 80 miles away. 

It would be enough to supply 
100,000 homes and could arrive 
as early as June. 

Simon Love, head of drought 
response at Anglian Water, said: 
“We are exploring a number of 
options to help support the 
drought-hit region, including the 
movement of water across water 
company boundaries. 

“In the short term, though, it’s 
vital that everyone takes steps to 
save water in the home. Large- 
scale support like this scheme 
could help, but even if we are able 
to make it work, it won’t mean we 
can cancel this summer’s 
hosepipe ban.” 

Any final proposal would need 
to be approved by the 
Environment Agency.

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Victim now scared 
to walk the streets

AFTER being the victim of a 
racially aggravated assault while 
out enjoying a spring evening, a 
24-year-old man says he and his 
wife no longer walk anywhere. 

Speaking to the Herald & Post, 
Muhammad Raja, who lives in 
Northampton, said while his 
physical injuries from the inci¬ 
dent on April 2 are not long-last¬ 
ing, it has affected him psycho¬ 
logically. 

He added: “It was a very bad 
experience which was totally 
unprovoked and out of the blue.” 

Mr Raja and his wife Regina Van 
Rann were walking along 
Harborough Road towards 
Kingsthorpe at around 8pm when 
they noticed a man who 
appeared to be drunk. 

They walked past him but Mr 


Raja said the man, who had a pit¬ 
bull-type dog with him, followed 
them and then began using 
racially abusive language. 

He said: “I didn’t want a con¬ 
frontation so we crossed the road 
but he followed us and then 
head-butted and punched me in 
the face before running off 
towards Thornton Park.” 

Mr Raja managed to call the 
police and he was interviewed 
while at Northampton General 
Hospital being treated for a 
swollen nose and cuts. His tooth 
was also broken in the assault. 

Having had time to reflect on 
the incident Mr Raja, who is orig¬ 
inally from Pakistan, said: “I 
haven’t been feeling myself and it 
has left a very big impact.” 

He said nothing like this has 
ever happened to him before and 
that he always avoids confronta¬ 
tions. 


The newlyweds, who were pre¬ 
viously keen-walkers, now drive 
everywhere and Mr Raja said his 
wife has even quit one of her jobs 
as it involves walking. 

Northamptonshire Police are 
appealing for a male jogger and a 
man seated in his car who may 
have been witnesses to the 
assault to come forward. 

A spokesman said: “Street drink¬ 
ing is anti-social and can lead to 
criminal behaviour, as was the 
case in this particular incident. 

“We are asking everyone to con¬ 
sider their responsibilities around 
alcohol in an attempt to drive 
down alcohol-related crime and 
disorder.” 

The man behind the attack is 
described as white, aged between 
40-50, medium height and build 
with greyish hair and wearing 
jeans. Anyone with information 
should call the police on 101.

MONDAY marks a year since the tragic murders 
of Northampton’s James Kouzaris and his pal 
James Cooper in Florida. 

But friends of the pair are ensuring their legacy 
lives on in a powerful way. LAUREN DAVIS reports. 


THE anniversary of a loved one's 
death is never easy. 

But it is even harder when their 
teenage killer’s trial has only just 
concluded. 

It has been a painful year for 
friends and family of James 
Kouzaris, 24, and James Cooper, 
25. 

The two young holiday-makers 
were brutally shot on April 16, 
2011 by Florida teenager Shawn 
Tyson, who was just 16 when he 
committed the double murder. 

Before sentencing him to life in 
prison, Judge Rick De Furia 
allowed friends of the victims to 
make heartfelt statements to the 
court. 

Joe Hallett and Paul Davies 
spoke calmly, bravely addressing 
the youth who had brought such 
misery to their lives. 

They looked the juvenile gun¬ 


man in the eyes and told him 
exactly what they thought of him 

- that his actions were cowardly 
and that he had taken them on a 
“journey to hell”. 

But in a remarkable act of char¬ 
ity, Joe and Paul are setting out to 
help young people just like Tyson 

- before it’s too late. 

Speaking on national radio on 
Tuesday, Joe said: “What we 
recognise now is that we can’t 
change the past. 


“We can’t bring our friends 
back. 

“But we can help other young 
people not go down the wrong 
path so that other families don’t 
have to go through what we went 
through.” 

He added: “I really miss my 
friends and I would love to have 
them back, but it’s just not going 
to happen.” Instead, they are 
channelling their grief into a 
force for good. 

Last year they set up Always A 
Chance in memory of ‘Jam’ and 
‘Cooper’ to help young people 
affected by violent crime, and 
they revealed this week that they 
were “approaching £150,000” in 
their fundraising efforts. 

Paul said: “It’s primarily a legacy 
for them - a legacy they won’t get 
to leave themselves.” 

As well as supporting victims 
and those who lose someone as a 
result of violence, the charity 
hopes to tackle the “endemic 
social causes” of criminal behav¬ 
iour among young people. 

The two founders, both in their 
20s, have met existing charities 
who are working to turn young 
people’s lives around and say they

have “huge ambition” for their 
own projects. 

They admitted this week that 
they intend to devote their lives 
to the cause and added: “This is 
what we want to do with our lives 
now. 

“It’s an unbelievable chance to 
make something for our friends. 

“It’s a gift to them really. We are 
in a position where we can 
change people’s lives.” 

Their initial plans lie in 
Northamptonshire and Warwick¬ 
shire, James Kouzaris and James 
Cooper’s home counties, but 
their first fundraising feat has 
gained national recognition. 


Gathering supporters and 
donations as they go, the Always 
A Chance team are running, 
walking and cycling between 
every professional football 
ground in the country - all 92 of 
them. 

They have the full support of the 
Premier League, Football League 
and the FA as well as having 
secured match day appearances 
and baton change-overs at some 
of the biggest clubs in the country 
and will complete the journey at 
Sixfields Stadium, Northampton, 
where they began in February. 

The money raised will go 
towards establishing workshops 


and steering groups which will 
allow young people to confront 
the issues of violence and gang 
culture, projects for young people 
not in full time education or 
employment and those who have 
recently left custodial care, and a 
“robust counselling network” for 
victims of violent crime and their 
families. 

Joe and Paul believe firmly that 
“everyone is capable of achieving 
amazing things”, and though they 
might not realise it, they are 
already living up to that senti¬ 
ment themselves.

Why we pulled the 

THE first domestic hosepipe 
ban in our part of the world 
for 20 years began on April 5. 

I want to explain why we 
have reached this point, 
what Anglian Water is doing 
to lessen the effects of the 
drought and how your 
readers can help.

Time for action to protect our privacy 


IN the UK were we not once 
innocent until proven guilty?

ANTI SOCIAL behaviour 
in the county has fallen 
by nearly 20 per cent in 
the last year, say police. 

Figures released by the 
Force show that reported 
incidents of anti-social 
behaviour are down by 
19.2 per cent - a reduction 
of 8,898. 

And there were 202 fewer 
burglaries from April 2011 
to March 2012, compared 
with the same period the 
previous year. 

A spokeswoman said 
that confidence in the 
police had improved dur¬ 
ing the last 12 months, 
reaching the highest level 
ever recorded by the Force 
at 82.5 per cent. 

But she admitted that 
violent crime was still an 
issue, with an increase of 
4.4 per cent. 

Officers made 54 
violence-related arrests 
over the Easter weekend, 
after 109 reported inci¬ 
dents across the county. 

Chief Inspector Fay 
Tennet said the figure was 
far too high and added: 



“Any one of these inci¬ 
dents could have ended 
tragically.” 

The decrease in house¬ 
hold burglaries of 7.5 per 
cent saw Northampton¬ 
shire Police ranked 
seventh in the country for 
change. Between last April 


and last month, the over¬ 
all number of offences 
rose slightly from 49,291 
to 49,571. 

But police chiefs were 
keen to stress that the fig¬ 
ures show a 37 per cent 
reduction in overall crime 
over the last nine years. 

Chief Constable Adrian 
Lee said: “At the start of 
the year, we said that 
maintaining the very 
strong performance of last 
year would be a challenge 
given the financial savings 
to be delivered. 

“Overall crime has 
increased very slightly by 
0.6 per cent, or 280 crimes 
across the county, and we 
have seen encouraging 
increases in public confi¬ 
dence and satisfaction 
with the service we pro¬ 
vide.”

Fire forces ten 
kids from home

A MOTHER has spoken 
about the fire that has 
cost her family a home 
and the ‘discrimination’ 
she feels against her 
brood of ten children. 

Caroline and Daniel 
Dumpleton’s house in 
Finedon Road, Irthling¬ 
borough, was ravaged by a 
blaze which broke out 
after a lamp in her daugh¬ 
ter’s bedroom became 
faulty. 

The damage to the prop¬ 
erty is so severe the couple 
have had to move their ten 
children into two caravans 
at Billing Aquadrome, 
Northampton, as she says 
no one will rent them a 
house because they are 
such a big family 

Mrs Dumpleton, 36, 
said: “We had nowhere 
else to go so we ended up 
at Billing. 

“They were good enough 
to give us two caravans 
facing each other so we 


can be near each other. We 
are being completely dis¬ 
criminated against 

because we have ten kids. 

“They all say that we will 
cause too much damage if 
we are there. So, we are 
lucky to be here but it isn’t 
perfect. 

“When the kids go back 
to school we are going to 
have to put them in taxis 
every day to get there 
which will be another £60 
a day. The council can’t 
rehouse us unless we 


make ourselves homeless 
but we don’t want to do 
that.” 

She explained that the 
fire, which happened in 
the early hours of March 
30, was caused by an elec¬ 
trical fault in a lamp by 
her six-year-old daugh¬ 
ter’s bed. 

Her husband managed 
to get all the children out 
of the house before the 
firefighters turned up but 
the upstairs was 
completely gutted.

Residents on red alert over fraud

The Northampton pen¬ 
sioners, a 73-year-old 
man of Gladstone Road 
and a 79-year-old woman 
of Balfour Road, both 
received a phone call 
requesting that they ring 
the number on the back of 
their cards. 

When they did so, the 
victims were asked to give 
their PIN numbers using 


their phone’s touch pad. 
The scammers told them 
that a courier would come 
to collect their cards 
because there was a prob¬ 
lem and that they should 
not use their phones for a 
while because they might 
have been hacked. 

On April 4 the victims 
were each visited at their 
homes and their bank 
cards were taken from 
them. 

Police say it is unclear 
whether it was the same 
man that went to each 
addresses. 

Descriptions are of an 


Asian man in his 20s with 
short hair and an Asian 
man in his 30s, dressed 
smartly, wearing an open 
shirt with a white t-shirt 
underneath and an over¬ 
coat. 

Detective Rhonda 
Willison said: “I would like 
to advise people not to 
provide any details such 
as PIN numbers over the 
phone, even if the caller 
seems genuine, as 
genuine banks do not ask 
for this information.”

ELLENA Ruddock swept aside the opposition 
to take two W35 world titles at the Indoor 
World Masters Athletics Championships 
held in Jyvaskyla, Finland, last week.

MACAULAY Walsh (pictured] took his 
maiden Protyre Formula Renault BARC 
podium finish on his first ever time 
racing at Snetterton last Saturday. 

The 17-year-old from Northampton 
fought his way through from sixth on the 
grid to take third in the opening race of 
the new season, despite it being his first 
wet weather race.

GIVEN that several of the recent East Midlands 
Derby matches between Northampton Saints 
and Leicester Tigers have proven to be even 
more fiery than normal, the RFU may well 
have considered appointing the local constab¬ 
ulary to referee Saturday’s game. 

Instead, international referee Dave Pearson is 
the man in the middle at Franklin’s Gardens and 
the former chemical engineer from 
Northumberland will be hoping for an easier 
time than some of his colleagues have had. 

From Manu Tuilagi’s punch on Chris Ashton, 
to the brawl at Welford Road earlier in the 
season that saw Alesana Tuilagi and Tom Wood 
sent off, and the LV= Cup final incident that led 
to Calum Clark’s lengthy ban, it is not always the 
rugby that has taken centre stage. 

Yet Jim Mallinder - the master of keeping his 
cool while those around him are losing theirs - 
does not expect anyone to be going about 
settling old scores. However, he admits it is not 
easy to maintain focus in a pressure cooker 
atmosphere. 

“That’s what makes competitive rugby and 
sport so interesting, and that’s why people want 
to come and watch,” said the Saints director of 
rugby. 

“It’s competitive and it’s two teams really 
giving it all that they can to get that win, and I 
guess that’s what make the sport so special. 

“You always want them to play on the edge 
and not go over, but it’s professional sport and 
there is a lot to be played for, and unfortunately 
sometimes that happens. 

“For us, it’s just a case of doing our job, not 
getting too excited and not thinking about what 
has happened in the past but concentrating on 
what we need to do to win the game.” 

Much has already been written about Clark’s 
32-week ban after the back row was found guilty 
of hyper-extending Leicester hooker Rob 
Hawkins’ arm during the LV= Cup final, leaving 
Hawkins with a broken elbow. In the end, 


Northampton decided against appealing the 
suspension, while Leicester boss Richard 
Cockerill insists it is all in the past. 

Mallinder still feels slightly aggrieved about 
the length of the ban though, particularly as 
Clark has shown genuine remorse for his 
actions. 

He said: “It’s quite hard to put it in the past 
when it is one of your players who is not avail¬ 
able for you - that’s easier said than done. 

“What we’ve done is got on with Calum Clark 
and that incident. 

“We weren’t happy with it and we still think it 
was disappointingly long, but we understand 
that he injured somebody. 

“It came out in the disciplinary panel, as 
Calum said right from the start, that there was 
no intent to injure. 

“You look at the sanction he got and compare 
it to some of the other actions that have hap¬ 
pened in the past and it looks quite harsh.” 

Because of the controversy, it is easy to forget 
that these encounters are more often than not 
high quality close fought contests, and with 
both sides battling to reach the Aviva 
Premiership play-offs, Saturday should be no 
different. 


The last four meetings have all gone the way of 
Leicester, but they have been either on the 
Tigers’ turf or in March’s LV= Cup final. 
Conversely, the Saints have not lost at home to 
their nearest and dearest since October 2006. 

Mallinder said: “You can look at the LV= Cup 
final and I guess they started well, but we came 
back and played some really good rugby in parts 
of that game. 

“Some of the games up there have been very 
close; the game at the beginning of the season at 
Welford Road could have easily turned on a few 
refereeing decisions and we could have won 
that. 

“We know that it is going to be a tough game, 
we know that both sides are in good form and 
we know that we play well here, so hopefully 
that will happen on Saturday. 

“You really want to win all of your home games 
if you can and then you go away from home 
looking to pick up as many points as you can. 

“We’ll go all out for a win this week, but I don’t 
think it would be the end of our top four hopes 
even if we do lose because we can go away to 
Exeter and beat them. All games are important 
and we’re concentrating on doing our best this 
weekend.” 


It’s Hall for one and one for Hall, declares captain

ANDREW Hall hopes that being able to keep the 
majority of last season’s squad together will help 
Northamptonshire challenge for honours in 2012. 

The county were able to retain the services of 
the likes of Jack Brooks, Niall O’Brien and 
Chaminda Vaas after narrowly missing out on 
promotion in the LV= County Championship. 

A little-changed squad certainly makes life 
easier for Northants captain Hall, and he is in no 
doubt that will aid them in both the four-day and 
limited overs formats. 

“The biggest thing is that the core has stayed 
and we’ve got strength in our balance,” said the 
former South Africa international. 

“Our youngsters have all got another year of 
experience, Brooksy has come back from the 
Lions tour where he has done extremely well and 
we’ve got Alex Wakely pushing for a place in the 
England Performance Programme. 

“Rob Newton stayed behind this winter rather 
than going overseas and he did a lot of great work 
and is in good shape. We’re hoping for big things 
from him this season and then we’ve got the 
experienced heads back like Chaminda, David 
Sales looking in good form, Stephen Peters, Niall, 
myself and Kyle Coetzer. 

“Hopefully we can work through this season and 
take advantage of key moments, and I think that’s 
something we did well at times last year but 
when it mattered in key games that we should 
have won we let it slip a bit.

Derbyshire gradually took control in the second 
innings though, with New Zealand international 
Martin Guptill’s 137 and 98 from Paul Borrington, 
helping them to 314-3 declared. That left 
Northants chasing 337 to win, but although 
promising batsman Newton made 58 they found 
themselves skittled out for 134 after left arm 
spinner David Wainwright claimed career-best 
figures of 6-33. 

David Capel’s side now host Kent in their first 
home Division Two game of the season, starting 
today, with Hall still missing due to a calf strain 
that ruled him out of the opening match. 

That means David Sales continues as captain in 
his absence, and Hall is hoping that the senior 
players in the squad can guide the younger 
members during those key moments he refers to. 

Hall said: “We’ve spoken to the guys about how 
we’ve got to recognise these times. One last year 
was when we were down in Swansea [drawing 
with Glamorgan] and we fell six runs short when 
the end of play came. 

“If we look at it there, we had a catch go down 
earlier in the day and we should have bowled 
them out by lunchtime. 

“Instead we bowled them out after tea and we 
should have won that by an innings or chasing 20 
or 30 runs instead of 140 in 20 overs. 

“Those type of things always come up and 
hopefully the senior players can lead from the 
front and we can have some key performances 
from the youngsters to come through.”

room to progress

MUCH has been written about 
the progress made under 
Northampton Town boss Aidy 
Boothroyd. 

Whisper it quietly, but with the 
team now seemingly safe from 
falling into the abyss of non-League 
football there is talk of challenging 
for promotion next season. 

After a mostly miserable cam¬ 
paign for the Cobblers, who can 
blame the club’s long-suffering 
supporters for indulging in a bit of 
optimism after a run since the 
turn of the year that has seen 
them suffer just five defeats in 18 
games? 

Borderline promotion form 
maybe, but Boothroyd is not a 
man to let himself or his team get 
swept away on a wave of hype. 

If anything, Monday’s 1-0 loss 
away to league leaders Swindon 
Town showed the manager what 
still needs to be done. 

“When you come to a team like 
this you need to be able to win in a 
variety of ways,” he said following 
the defeat at a wet and windy 
County Ground. 

“We used to be zero dimension¬ 
al, now we are three dimensional 
and I want us to get to a situation 
where we can win a game in lots of 
different ways. I want it to be 


where we can beat teams up, 
where we can out-run teams, 
where we can out-cross teams and 
play out from the back and 
through the thirds. 

“I want us to be able to do lots of 
different things, and with the 
players we’ve got at this moment 
in time we can maybe do three out 
of the five. 

“After the season we’ve had, 
what we’ve got to be doing is mak¬ 
ing sure that we finish better next 
year - that will be progress. 

“I won’t be talking about Europe 
yet because we've got a bit of work 
to do.” 

The match was not one that will 
live long in the memory and was 
settled by Lee Holmes’ second half 
goal that came from a cross-cum- 
shot that managed to curl beyond 
the reach of Northampton ‘keeper 
Neal Kitson. 

Swindon were arguably deserved 
winners, having wasted several 
other good chances which left 
manager Paolo di Canio ranting 
and vigorously gesticulating on 
the touchline, as well as punching 
the dugout. 

Northampton went into the 
game with Toni Silva absent. 

The on-loan Liverpool winger 
has returned to Portugal following 
a family bereavement and it is not 
yet known when he will return. 

But for Boothroyd, the focus is 


now on the visit of Bradford City 
to Sixfields on Saturday, where a 
win could increase the nine point 
gap between themselves and the 
division’s bottom two. 

Before getting back to winning 
ways though, the team must first 
get back to the sort of form that 
saw the boss nominated for the 
March’s League Two Manager of 
the Month Award. Then when 
safety is assured they can start 
building for next season. 

Boothroyd said: “What we have 
been doing really well is working 
together as units and individuals, 
and today we were looking over 
our own patch for long periods 
rather than playing as a team. 

“I can’t knock their spirit or the 
will to have a go, but what games 
like this show is that there are fine 
margins between where they are 
and where we are, and generally 
that is down to the players. 

“We’ve come a long way in a 
short space of time, the players 
are disappointed and I’m disap¬ 
pointed. 

“We had a magnificent crowd 
following us again and I’m disap¬ 
pointed we didn’t give them any¬ 
thing to shout about because we 
are better than we showed. 

“But at the same time what it 
does do is show what we need in 
the summer to make us a force in 
the division.” 



Hulkenberg: We’ve 
still got all to play for

NIC0 Hulkenberg [pictured] believes it is 
still too early to tell which teams they 
will be battling with for points ahead of 
the third Formula One race of the season 
in Shanghai. 

The Silverstone-based team go into 
this weekend’s Chinese Grand Prix 
having picked up nine points from the 
first two outings of the year. 

Hulkenberg got two of those during the 
previous race in Malaysia three weeks 
ago after finishing ninth, although he 
feels it is difficult to predict how things 
will go. 

He said: “We’re only at the start of the 
season - we’ve only had two race 
weekends, so we still need to wait and 
see. Because the midfield is so compact 
nobody can afford to relax. 

“We all need to push hard to improve 
performance and with 18 races still to go 
there’s plenty of time to do that. 

“It’s difficult to predict how well we will 
do in China, but given how close the grid 
is at the moment I think it should be a 
good show for everyone who is 
watching.” 

They were the German’s first points 
since the 2010 Brazilian Grand Prix, 
having served as Force India’s 
test/reserve driver last year after being 
let go by Williams. 

And after crashing out of the opening 
race of this year in Australia at the first 
corner, Hulkenberg was pleased with the 
outcome of the Sepang race. 

“I’m happy with the race we had in 
Malaysia, which was basically the first 
proper race I have done since the end of 
2010,” he said. “It wasn’t an easy race and 
I was never in any clean air, but it was 
good to pick up a couple of points - my 
first points for the team. 

“You always learn something and a race 
distance is always valuable for your 
knowledge of the car, even racing in the 
wet. 

“The most difficult part of the race was 
just after the restart when I struggled 
for balance on the wets and 
intermediates, but when I switched to 
slicks the performance was pretty good.”

SOANE Tonga’uiha is expecting another 
hard day at the office when he and his fellow 
Northampton Saints forwards go head-to- 
head with their Leicester Tigers counter¬ 
parts in the Aviva Premiership on Saturday. 

The pack has been a huge part of the 
success enjoyed by the Saints in recent sea¬ 
sons and has come to be recognised as one of 
the best forward units in Europe. 

But Leicester have an equally feared front 
eight - historically regarded their biggest 
strength - and when faced with a front row 
potentially comprising internationals Dan 
Cole, George Chuter and Marcos Ayerza it is 
no surprise Tonga’uiha rates them as one of 
the hardest scrums they face all season. 

“When you’ve got a full international front 
row it definitely makes it hard,” said the 
Tongan powerhouse, dubbed ‘Tiny’ by his 
team-mates. “Leicester have got a good pack, 
they’ve got a world class front row and they 
scrummage similarly to how we do here. 

“I think that’s going to be a big contest and 
they’re one of the hardest scrummaging 
packs that we come up against. 

“We know it’s not going to be easy and we’re 
going to have to work hard throughout the 
whole game. 

“Each scrum is going to be different to the 
one before so it will be hard work for us.” 

Perhaps with Dorian West - a hooker 


schooled in the Leicester forward tradition 
during his playing days - now coaching 
Northampton’s pack, it should not be surpris¬ 
ing that Tonga’uiha considers them to be 
similar in scrummaging style. 

As ever, the scrum is going to be a key bat¬ 
tleground for both sides although the prop 
believes the Saints must also gain control at 
the line out if they are to dictate proceedings. 

“From a pack point of view, if we get domi¬ 
nant not only in the scrum but at line outs 
then I think it has a domino effect through¬ 
out the game and we go in the right direction 
of passing it on to the backs,” said 
Tonga’uiha. “Once we get forward momen¬ 
tum then we are hard to stop, so that’s some¬ 
thing that we are looking to do. 

“The first few scrums will tell what sort of 
day it will be and hopefully we will get on top 
of them and it will be a good day for us. 

“Mentally it will drain them and psycholog¬ 
ically that will put us on top.” 

Recent East Midlands Derby matches have 
generated some unseemly headlines due to 
brawls and other incidents of foul play, with 
the recent LV= Cup final proving no excep¬ 
tion. 

But Tonga’uiha does not expect there to be 
any flare-ups or players looking to settle old 
scores. 

“There will obviously be a few niggles going 
on here and there, but we’ve just got to be on 
top of our game, keep our discipline and try 
to maintain 15 on the pitch throughout.”

JOHN Johnson is targeting Saturday’s game at 
home to Bradford City as the one that could 
finally confirm Northampton Town’s League Two 
status for next season.
